Tavern; but the Chineſes nice the being and manner be being in one word ; 
we alſo lay, The Foot of a Man, the Foot of a Bird, the Foot of a Beaſt , never ome. 
ting to add the word Foot : But the Chineſes to expreſs the Foot of a Man, ſay, 
Kio, that of a Bird, Cua, that of a four footed Beaſt Thi. 

The (hineſes, conſidering they have no Alphabet, are accuſtom'd from their 
Infancy to expreſs themſelyes by this way of fign'd Sounds, and very much 


wonder how we of Europe can write down their Words in Latin Letters, and. 


pronounce them ſo plainly. 

They uſe not the Sound of the Letter R. which they cannot Pronounce, nor 
ever put two Conſonants together, without a Vowel between ; ſo that to this 
day they call the Franks, Falankes, by whom perhaps, they, as well as rhe Moors, 
underſtand all the People of Europe, except the Greeks. 

As for the Language of the Tartars it is much eaſier to "TIT Gena in 
ſome meaſure to agree with the Perſian, and having ſome Charageers or Letters 


like the Arabick. 


The Alphabet of this Language is ſaid to conſiſt of {ixty ſeveral Letters, 
which may the rather be, becauſe ſome of them have the force. of Conſonant 


and Vowel joyn'd in one, as La, Le, Li, Lo, Lu; Pa, Pe, Pi, Po, Pu.
